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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
mailing and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 9-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification is silent as to polyester 
based resins with a glass transition temperature of 25 degrees Celsius or below in 
combination with the other elements in the claim. The specification on page 6, line 1 
states that dielectrics with a glass transition temperature of 25 degrees Celsius or below 
produced no cracks, and later on page 6, line 15, stated that a dielectric could be 
polyester but failed to disclose "polyester based resins". Similarly on pages 11-13, the 
specification lists examples of polyester based resins ranging from 89 to -29 degrees 
Celsius but fails to show any temperature less than -29 degrees or the range from 25 to 
below except for the specific examples. Thus, the specification is silent as to polyester 
based resins below -29 degrees and temperatures in between the specific examples. 

3. Regarding claim 2, the specification is further silent as to the polyester based 
resin having a thickness from between 0.5 micrometers to 100 micrometers. There is 
no support for the whole range of thicknesses. 
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4. Regarding claims 6, 15-18, the specification is also silent as to the polyester 
based resins being bent from between 90 degrees to 270 degrees. There is no support 
for the whole range of angles.
